DEE The Beaten Path 


Lonely Planet guidebooks take you to the far corners of the world. 


o you yearn for adventure in far off places? 
Is the venerable title of W.T. (world traveler) 
something you want to add to your creden- 
tials? If the answer is yes, Lonely Planet trav- 
el guides may be your ticket to adventure. 

For the past twenty years, Lonely Planet 
Publications has produced travel guides to 
distant areas of the world that many people 
may never have heard of, let alone dreamed 
about exploring. With 122 current titles, 
ranging from Vanuatu—A Travel Survival 
Guide to Trekking the Patagonian Andes, 
Lonely Plant has covered most of the globe. 
What sets Lonely Planet apart from the myr- 
iad of other books is its passion for adventure 
and expertise at “shoestring travel.” In fact, 
founders and publishers Tony and Maureen 
Wheeler literally began Lonely Planet on a 
shoestring back in 1973. 

Across Asia on the Cheap was the 
Wheelers’ first travel guide, based on their 
1972 journey from London (across Asia) to 


Sydney via every means imaginable. Word 
spread of their adventure, and the Wheelers 
were approached by so many people seeking 
their travel advice that they compiled their 
notes and self-published a book on the sub- 
ject. The first run of 1,500 books sold out 
in a week. After this initial success, the 
Wheelers spent a year and a half back in 
Asia, working on the now classic Southeast 
Asia on a Shoestring (available today in its 
7th edition). 

Going on from such humble beginnings 
to becoming a leading publisher in the 
fiercely competitive travel book market, 
Lonely Planet now boasts a staff of 70, with 
offices in four major cities throughout the 
world. And since 1986, the company has 
donated a percentage of profits from each 
book to ventures such as famine relief in 
Africa, aid projects in India, agricultural pro- 
jects in Central America, and the like. 
Despite their success, the Wheelers have

not lost sight of their original pur- 
pose—producing information-packed 
guides for the independent, adventur- 
ous traveler. As Tony Wheeler puts it, 
“Our reputation has been built on bold- 
ly going where no guidebook publisher 
has gone before.” 

Lonely Planet titles are organized 
into five categories: Travel Survival 
Kits, On a Shoestring Guides, City 
Guides, Walking Guides and Phrase- 
books. The Travel Survival Kits provide 
in-depth coverage of individual coun- 
tries or small groups of neighboring 
countries. Shoestring Guides provide 
essential, compact information on low- 
budget travel in major regions or an 
entire continent.

Other publications 
available from Lonely Planet include 
Maureen Wheeler's "Travel with Chil- 
dren," and the free, quarterly Lonely 
Planet newsletter, which features the 
latest in travel news, travel diaries from 
Lonely Planet authors, and related 
information. (To get on the mailing 
list, see address below.) 

What sets Lonely Planet apart is its 
dedication to a format that is unique 
among travel guides. History, geogra- 
phy, flora and fauna, people, culture, 
health issues, and food are among the 
categories of information for each 
country or region. In addition, there 
are numerous maps detailing cities, 
attractions, and entire regions. You will 
also find charts for currency exchange, 
bus, train and air travel schedules.

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ble. A two-year revision schedule 
insures that each guide will stay cur- 
rent. For example, the newly-released 
European Shoestring series takes 
Lonely Planet’s objective to provide 
accurate information to new heights. 
After the research teams wrote, 
mapped, and edited the manuscripts, 
they went back out and retraced their 
original steps with draft copies in hand. 
This resulted in numerous changes 
that made these books 2nd editions in 
their first printing! 

The ever-expanding list of new 
titles includes City Guides to Dublin, 
Melbourne, Seoul, and Tokyo, Travel 
Survival Guides to Mongolia and Vic- 
toria, and Trekking in East Africa and 
Greece. The previously-mentioned 
European Shoestring guides are а long- 
awaited addition to the Lonely Planet 
family, and the most ambitious project 
to date. “We knew guidebooks to 
Europe would need to be extremely 
comprehensive and sophisticated,” 
says Wheeler. “We weren’t willing to 
get involved until we could put the 
maximum possible effort into them.” 
Several Travel Survival Kits to individ- 
ual European countries are in the 
works. Slated for release in 1993 are 
Finland, Poland, France, Greece, Hun- 
gary, and Switzerland. These books 
will be excellent complements to the 
Shoestring Guides. 

The Lonely Planet philosophy 
encourages | independent-minded 
adventure travel. The wealth of 
detailed information in these guides 
should inspire even the most timid trav- 
eler to give it a try. Although low-bud- 
get travel is a hallmark of Lonely Planet, 
they acknowledge that the cheapest way 
of doing something may not represent 
the best value. The information con- 
tained in these volumes will not limit 
you to funky, college-style backpack 
ordeals—unless that's your style. 

As Tony Wheeler says, "I hope we 
send people out with the right attitude 
about travel. When you travel you real- 
ize that there are many different per- 
spectives about the world, so we hope 
these books will make people more 
interested in what they see. These are 
guidebooks, but you really can't guide 
people. All you can do is point them in 
the right direction."

ice shot,” you say, looking at a 
photo of a pair of blue-footed 
boobies engaged in a courtship 
dance. One points its beak 
towards the sky; the other 
prances, lifting its beautiful blue feet high 
in the air. “If only I were lucky enough to 
get a shot like that,” you think. 

But luck wasn’t the key here; research 
was. Great wildlife photography is not left 
to chance, but should be well-researched 
long before the actual photograph is taken. 
Before you set off on your next wildlife 
shoot, read up on the species you wish to 
photograph, and plan ahead. Research is 
everything!

CYCLE OF LIFE 

Determine which stage of the animal's life 
and behavior you wish to photograph 
before selecting a date for your trip. If you 
want to shoot elk during a rutting season, 
for example, you will need to find out 


when this typically takes place. Remember 
that for many animals the breeding season 
varies each year, usually depending on the 
temperatures and length of the’ previous 
winter, and you need to calculate accord- 
ingly. If you are traveling to a national park, 
call the park office to find out the approx- 
imate time of year for the behavior that 
you'd like to photograph. Then maybe a 
month or two before your trip, call again 
to see if the timing is still accurate. 
Before I went to photograph gannet 
chicks in Quebec's Caspe Peninsula, for 
example, I read that the chicks usually 
hatched in late June. In May I called the 
office of the Provincial Park of Isle 
Bonaventure, where the colony is located, 
to check the status of the gannets. They 
saw the gannets migrating to the island at 
the usual time to begin the breeding sea- 
son. The birds weren't early or late, so I 
could expect the season to follow its nor- 
mal pattern. The precise timing of my trip

LEARNED BEHAVIOR 

It's also important to understand the 
behavior of the animals you want to pho- 
tograph. With this knowledge, you can 
plan what types of shots you would like. 
Before an earlier trip to Ше Gaspe, I 
learned that the gannets fence with their 
beaks. By the time I got there, I already had 
in my mind an exact image of two birds 
fencing. 

In the field, knowing the animals' 
behavior will enable you to anticipate cer- 
tain actions. In the Falkland Islands, you 
may see an unguarded egg in a penguin 
colony, for example. If a skua is nearby, and 
you know your seabirds, you might prepare 
for a whole series of shots of the scavenger 
cracking and eating the egg. 


SAFETY FIRST 
Learning about the wildlife that you want 
to photograph is important for your safe- 
ty—and theirs. Many animals can Бе 
extremely dangerous, and each has its own 
signals that will tell you when it is dis- 
turbed. Knowing these signs may help pre- 
vent an animal attack. 

Your knowledge about the behavior of 
a species will also help you to protect it. A 
plover, for example, will simulate a broken 
wing to get your attention away from its 
nest. If you see a plover on a beach drag- 
ging its wing, you will know that its nest is 
nearby. Shoot from a greater distance or 
from a blind in order not to disturb it. 


GATHERING INFORMATION 
Television nature documentaries are an 
excellent source of information. I have 


established a video library of nature docu- 
mentaries which I have recorded over 
time. Before a trip, ГЇЇ watch the tapes to 
refresh my memory about the species and 
the area I’m going to photograph. 

Books, magazines and special photo- 
graphic newsletters, are also helpful. Photo 
Traveler, published in Los Angeles, has 
short articles telling about the wildlife, 
vegetation, and landscape of different 
areas in the United States and Canada. It 
includes information about the seasons, 
small maps, and addresses and phone 
numbers for further information. (For 
more information on Photo Traveler, call 1- 
213-660-0473). 

Some organizations, such as the 
Audubon Society and the Nature Conser- 
vancy, can provide information about 
nature areas and wildlife. They may also 
tell you where you are permitted to pho- 
tograph certain species. 

Computer nerds like myself may want 
to start a computer file by species or 
region. Create files on different species you 
wish to photograph and list publications, 
organizations, contacts, dates of breeding, 
and any other appropriate information. 
When you are ready to plan a trip, you'll 
have your sources right at your fingertips. 

Your wildlife research will tell you 
when to take that special photo, and then 
again, when not to... Once on Alaska's 
Kodiak Island, | was photographing a 
mother grizzly bear. Suddenly the moth- 
er's snarling face filled the frame of my 
viewfinder. I looked up and saw that I was 
between the sow and her cubs—the most 
dangerous situation possible. I froze, and 
didn't take the photo. I knew if she heard 
the click of my shutter, it might be my last 
shot ever! B 


Technical Notes 


The photograph on the opposite page 
was taken with the Olympus IS-3 DLX. 
In order to capture the moment and 
show the utmost respect at the Vietnam 


Veterans Memorial, we had to work 
quickly. The 15-35 superfast autofocus 
mode was used to lock in on the subject's 


eyes. By choos- 
ing a shutter 
speed of 1/60th 
and an aperture of 4.5, the photogra- 
pher controlled depth of field to keep the 
foreground sharp and throw the back- 
ground out of focus. At 35mm the lens 
would be wide open. This is a test for any 
lens, whether fixed focal length or zoom. 
The IS-3 passed that test with flying 
colors. It delivered a photograph that 
is sharp from edge to edge. Through- 
out its zoom range, the IS-3 DLX gives 
critical sharpness, even at the extremes. 
In fact, the optional lenses, such as the 
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300mm, are matched to provide the 
same sharpness. The large and clear 
LCD panel enabled the photographer 
to choose from an astounding array 
of options with a touch of a button. It’s 
as if there’s a computer working with 
you to select exactly the program you 
need to create a great photograph or 
simply make a hard copy of your life.

The Pentax PZ-20 adapts to any shooting situation 
by “learning” what the photographer wants. 


e Pentax PZ-20 occupies the mid- 
dle of the company’s SLR lineup, 
and it displays the typical virtues of 
a middle child—adaptability and 
sensitivity to others. Many of the 

camera’s electronic functions can be 
adapted easily to the user’s needs. Several 
of the AE programs even “learn” the pho- 
tographer’s preferences automatically. 

Pick up the PZ-20 and you will notice 
an ergonomically curved body made of 
black polycarbonate. Most camera func- 
tions are controlled by only four buttons, 
a slider switch, and a knurled wheel, all 
located on the top deck. (A few secondary 
controls are located on the front and back 
of the body.) Subtle differences in size and 
shape make it possible to identify each 
control without looking at it. 

On top of the viewfinder prism is a 
huge LCD panel, which gives a very 
detailed account of the PZ-20’s status. A 
smaller LCD panel in the viewfinder, on 
the right of the image area, displays some 
exposure information as well. To conserve 
battery power, only the viewfinder LCD is 
illuminated in low light. 

The PZ-20 offers two distinct levels of 
operation, which are selected by the 
Off/On/Pict switch. Slide the switch to 
“Оп”, and you have the basic exposure 
modes: aperture-priority AE; shutter-prior- 
ity AE; program AE; metered manual 
(with narrow-angle metering); and bulb 


(time exposure). In all modes, shutter and 
aperture values are clearly displayed on the 
LCDs, along with exposure-warning sig- 
nals when appropriate. A lightning-bolt 
symbol blinks to indicate that flash is nec- 
essary, but the built-in unit must be 
popped up by the user. In the program 
mode, aperture and shutter values can be 
shifted in half-stop increments by pushing 
the knurled wheel. This shift remains in 
effect until you change it, or until the cam- 
era is turned off. 

Push the slider switch to “Pict”, and 
you reveal the more interesting aspects of 
the PZ-20's personality. Five symbols 
appear on the LCD, one for each of the 
camera's “picture” AE programs: full- 
auto; portrait; scenic; action; and macro. А 
rectangular bracket indicates which of the 
programs has been selected, and a symbol- 
ic scale indicates just how the mode is 
being used. For example, the portrait 
mode normally chooses wide apertures to 
minimize depth of field. If the user prefers 
a little more (or less) depth of field, he can 
use the knurled wheel to shift the program 
in half-stop increments. The degree of 
shift is indicated by flashing dots on the 
big LCD. Here's the kicker: Once you have 
taken a few pictures using a particular 
shift, the PZ-20 "remembers" your prefer- 
ence. Everytime you use that program, it 
will be shifted in the same way, unless you 
cancel the program memory. 


This unique and 
very accommodating 
“learning” feature works 
in all “picture” modes 
except the full-auto 
(green) mode, which 
cannot be modified by 
the user in any way. It’s 
nice to have this fail- 
safe option, but I wish 
that it weren’t symbol- 
ized by a goofy, rectan- 
gular smiley face. 

If you simultane- 
ously press the “drive” 
and “mode” buttons for

feature allows you to 
preset any desired focal 
length. Once this is 
done, the lens will 
zoom to that setting 
whenever you push the 
“zoom set” button on 
the lens barrel. I found 
this useful with sub- 
jects that were moving 
within a defined space, 
such as a tennis player 
who keeps returning to 
the net. Another way to 
deal with moving sub- 
jects is the Image Size 


about four seconds, a 
set of five “Pentax func- 
tions” can be accessed. 
Function | lets you 
override the film-DX coding with manual 
ISO settings from 6 to 6,400. Function 2 
lets you choose whether or not the AF sys- 
tem keeps the image in focus during 
zooming. Function 3 selects whether a 
beep sounds when the AF system achieves 
proper focus. Function 4 turns the AE- 
learning function on or off. And Function 
5 lets you clear the contents of the learning 
function, in any or all of the “picture” 
modes. If I could choose a sixth function, 
it would be to leave the film leader out 
after power rewinding. 

When mounted on the PZ-20, the 
power zoom lenses can do some interest- 
ing tricks. For example, the Zoom Clip

‘Tracking mode. You use 
this feature to maintain 
a constant image size 
for any particular sub- 
ject as it moves closer to or farther away 
from the subject. This feature works effec- 
tively, within the limits of the lens’ zoom 
range. The third special feature is Zoom 
Effect, which creates the illusion of 
motion by zooming the lens during the 
second half of any exposure. Naturally it 
works best during long exposures, perhaps 
1/2 second or more. 

I have been concentrating on the PZ- 
20’s unusual features. A few words are in 
order, however, about the basic functions 
that make the camera a pleasure to use. A 
six-segment evaluative metering scheme 
yields excellent exposures under most con- 
ditions, including moderate backlighting

The Nikon Lite-Iouch and Olympus Stylus Zoom let you take great 
pictures even while you're doing something else. 


t may seem blasphemous to say so, but 

point-and-shoot cameras are superior 

to SLRs in two important ways. First of 

all, P&S's are easier to use. They make 

few demands on the photographer, so 
they are ideal cameras to have around 
when you're concentrating on anything 
other than photography. Second, most 
P&S models are physically inconspicu- 
ous—small and light enough to carry in 
your pocket. And a camera that's with you 
makes much better images than one you 
leave on the shelf. 

In slightly different ways, the Nikon 
Lite-Touch and the Olympus Infinity Sty- 
lus Zoom serve as interesting day-to-day 
companions. In strictly alphabetical 
order, let's start with Nikon. The first 
thing you notice is that the Lite-Touch is 
tiny: 4.3x2.4x1.3 inches, and about 6 
ounces in weight. A touch of the on/off 
switch pops out the second surprise, a tru- 
ly wide-angle, 28mm f/3.5 three-element 
lens. Diagonal angle of view is about 75 
degrees, a full 12 degrees wider than a 
35mm lens, and the close-focus limit is 
only about 14 inches. The 28mm makes 
the Lite-Touch a natural for scenics, 
group portraits, and tight interiors. A slid- 
ing cover protects the lens 
when it is stored, ful- 
ly retracted, in the 
camera body. 

A lot of useful | 
features are packed 
into this minuscule 
model. There's a 
five-mode flash 8 
(auto; red-eye 
reduction; flash off; 
flash on; slow-sync 
flash), a one- or two- 
shot self timer, and 
an infinity-focus set- | 
ting. A slider switch 
on the camera back 
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allows 13x36mm panorama-format images 
to be made at any time, even in the middle 
of a roll. DX settings are 100, 200, 400, and 
1,000. То conserve power, the Lite-Touch 
automatically shuts off if the controls have 
not been touched for about three minutes. 
On the top deck is a small LCD panel 
that displays the status 
of most camera func- 
tions. А lamp next 
to the viewfinder 
blinks when the 
flash is charging, 
and glows 
steadily when 
it is ready. Tiny 
cameras tend 
to have small 
finders, and 
the Lite-Touch 
is no exception. 
It's small window is 


packed with an AF aiming 
circle (with parallax mark), dot- 

ted lines to indicate panorama coverage 
(also with parallax indication), and anoth- 
er set of parallax marks for regular-format 
close-up shooting. Fortunately, at normal 
distances you can just ignore all the mark-

ings and attend to your subject, which in 
my experience with the Lite-Touch led to 
some very nice images. 


e Olympus Infinity Stylus Zoom is 

a significantly upgraded companion 

to the original Stylus, a highly 

ergonomic, pocket-size P&S model. 

Not surprisingly, the Stylus Zoom 

retains the sliding lens cover and most of 

the curvy contours of its sibling, which will 

remain available. What is surprising is how 

much Olympus has packed into the new 

model, which at 4.9x2.5x1.8 inches and 
about 8 ounces is still quite compact. 

Starting at the front, there's a 35- 
70mm f/4.5-6.9, six-element power-zoom 
lens. Zooming, accomplished via a small 
rocker switch, is smooth and quick. 

Even when fully open, the Stylus 
Zoom is rated “weatherproof.” Water is 
even "shed" by the lens barrel as it zooms, 
making this a fine companion for rainy 
days or misty waterfalls. As you switch the 


` camera on by sliding open the 
cover, the built-in flash pops up. This 
arrangement is intended to increase the 
flash-to-lens distance, and thus reduce red- 
eye. The user can choose from five flash 
modes, which are similar to those listed 
above for the Lite-Touch. 

By pressing the self-timer and flash- 
mode buttons simultaneously, you can set 
the Stylus Zoom to its "spot" mode. This 
shifts the normal two-zone metering to a 
narrow-angle pattern, well suited to high- 
contrast or backlighted subjects. The spot 
area is well defined by a target in the center 
of the comparatively large, uncluttered 
viewfinder. When in the spot mode, light 
pressure on the shutter button holds both 
the exposure setting and the AF distance. 
А push on the self-timer button also sets 
the Stylus Zoom for remote control via the 
optional RC-100 unit. It's another fun way 
to get into your own pictures, while still 
retaining control of the decisive moment.

Indeed, after getting a few test 
rolls of both the Elite and HC pro- 
cessed on the island, I reached for the 
Elite films every time I changed rolls. 

The new Ektachrome ЕШез are 
decidedly warmer in overall color 
than their forebears. Color slide films 
generally fall into three categories— 
cool, neutral and warm. The cool 
films, characterized by Ektachrome 
films of the past, seem "bluish"; neu- 
tral films strive for a true color rendi- 
tion, while warm films tend toward a 
red/amber rendition. Fujichrome 
films in general have a warm bias, 
while professional Ektachrome films 
strive to be neutral. Among its pro- 
fessional films, Kodak has both “X”- 
type and regular films, with the X- 
films having the warmer bias. (Color 
bias is different from saturation, 
which refers to how vividly colors are 
rendered.) In general, warm films are 
good for shooting outdoors, especially 
distant scenics and water scenes, 
where the warm bias can help mini- 
mize the blue haze caused by atmo- 
spheric conditions.

What about fleshtones with the 
Elite films? While they were some- 
what warm, they were more neutral 
than you get with the Fujichromes. In 
addition, the Elite lineup has a new- 
found color richness that rivals what 
the Fujichrome films deliver. Yet, this 
richness does not come at the 
expense of the subtle rendition of the 
kinds of pastel hues, tones and sun- 
faded colors I found on Curacao. The 
grain of Elite 100, the film I used the 
most, is excellent for the speed. 
Kodak attributes this to the fact that 
there are T-Grains in every imaging 
layer of the new film. Sharpness was 
also excellent. What about the old 
trick of slightly underexposing to gain 
color saturation? Not needed with 
these films, as colors were rich 
enough with proper exposure. So 
what's the verdict on the new Elites? 
In sharpness, grain and color richness 
they rival any amateur color-slide film 
on the market today. Choose them 
when you want to accentuate colors, 
and when you want a more neutral 
fleshtone balance than offered by 
other slide films. In short, they make 
excellent traveling companions.

Like most new-generation color negative _ 
films, Konica’s Super XG has a greater expo- 
sure latitude than in the past. In most cases, и 
you can overexpose Бу as much as 3 stops, ог. 
underexpose as much as 2 stops, and still get | 
printable negatives. My suggestion is to — 
expose the Super XG films at their rated speed _ 
for most shots, and to slightly underexpose 
them (-1/3 to -2/3 stop) in scenes with high 
contrast. In effect, you are giving the film less 
exposure to lower contrast, and relying on the 
expanded exposure latitude to maintain detail 
in the shadows. In short, color slide shooters 
who are always fighting contrast will find these _ 
films extremely pleasurable.

The Really Right Stuff 


Bryan Geyer’s quick release pushes the envelope of Arca Swiss design. 


few years back, 
photographer 
Bryan Geyer 
bought two Arca 
Swiss Bl ball- 
heads for his tripods, 
expecting to reap the 
benefits of their 
unique quick-release 
system. He was disap- 
pointed. "It's the abso- 
lute best ballhead 
around,” Geyer opines, 
“and the built-in Arca 
Swiss clamp is by far 
the best quick-release 
concept. But there were only a few mount- 
ing plates available, and they adapted to 
different cameras and long lenses simply 
by being oversized and overpadded." 
Nonetheless, Geyer felt the Arca Swiss 
design was more practical and secure than 
the “опе size fits all, mens'-socks 
approach" of competing quick-release sys- 
tems—most of which have fixed-size, four- 
or six-sided recessed clamping cavities and 
flat-topped padded plates that can twist

off-axis. So Geyer quit the military elec- 
tronics business, and in partnership with 
his wife Kathy, began to design, manufac- 
ture, and sell his own quick-release plates. 
“The open-ended channel of the Arca 
Swiss clamp lets us cus- 
tomize our plates for 
specific equipment," 
says Geyer, who 
dubbed his company 
Really Right Stuff. 
“We make them big 
for heavy loads and 
small for light loads.” 

There’s a lot more 
to  Geyer's quick- 
release strategy than 
variations in plate size, 
however. Made of air- 
craft-grade aluminum 
alloy, Really Right Stuff 
plates for camera bod- 
ies feature a raised flange that prevents 
even the slightest twisting on their screws; 
plates for long lenses with tripod collars 
feature a recessed channel for the same 
purpose. That “self-jigging” design, cou- 
pled with the silky smoothness of the hard- 
ware's black-anodized finish, allows secure 
metal-to-baseplate contact—eliminating 
the slop of cork or rubber padding. (The 
design also prevents the overtightening 
such padding invites.)

Yet Really Right Stuff's extruded- 
dovetail plates are thinner than their 
name-brand versions (3/8 inch rather than 
1/2 inch) and smaller in area (matching 
the depth of the body for which they're 
designed). That in turn makes them 
lighter, so they add less weight to the cam- 
era, important when you switch to hand- 
held shooting. The plates' shorter length 
also keeps baseplate rewind buttons 
uncovered, allowing you to rewind film 
without removing them. Talk about cus- 
tom: RRS plates for Nikon N-series cam- 
eras even feature a recessed moat around 
their tripod screws, to accommodate the 
slight protrusion of those models' tripod 
sockets. 

Fortunately, you don't have to buy an 
Arca Swiss ВІ ballhead to experience Gey- 
er's attention to detail. While other ball- 
heads that offer the Arca Swiss clamp 
include the Arca Swiss B2 and original

dioball, and the Foba 
Superball, Really Right 
Stuff makes an add-on 
Arca Swiss-style quick- 
release clamp that will fit 
any other tripod head. If 
you're not a ballhead 
enthusiast but still want 
the convenience of a quick 
release, you can screw Really Right Stuff’s 
B2-Pro directly onto the platform of a 
three-way head. With other ballheads (the 
Linhof Profi, for example) you can 
unscrew the platform to expose a tapped 
female socket, then use a stud (available 
from RRS) to attach the quick release. 
Geyer's superb and voluminous instruc- 
tional materials tell you how to go about 
such conversions. 

Other Really Right Stuff exclusives 
include safety stops to keep plates from 
sliding out of accidentally-unlocked 
clamps, and plate screws that feature a 
hexagonal Allen socket rather than a wide 
slot for more secure attachment to camera 
bodies and lenses. (No digging for quar- 
ters!) Geyer sells an Allen key “hex driver" 
that features a convenient screwdriver-style 
handle and a reversible blade for transport. 


Really Right Stuff’s quick-release sys- 
tem also offers bidirectional plates. These 
give the photographer more freedom in 
positioning the clamp; its jaws can run 
either from side to side or front to back, 
which in the second case allows you to 
switch from body- to collar-mounting and 
back without rotating the clamp. The bidi- 
rectional plates are also smaller and lighter 
than their conventional versions. 

Such positioning freedom may at

times place the quick-release clamp's lock- 
ing knob under the lens, making it more 
difficult to reach and turn. To address that 
problem, Really Right Stuff offers a choice 
of three knobs to replace the Arca Swiss 
stock knob. The small, grooved PTR knob 
maximizes clearance; the larger knurled 
FTR knob is bigger and easier to turn, but 
still smaller than the standard knob; and 
the new "LOC" knob features a built-in 
safety clutch that will disengage the knob 
once it's tightened, providing "important 
protection against the possibility that in 
the heat of a shoot, the photographer 
might reach up and mistakenly grasp the 
wrong knob." 

Indeed, Geyer has thought of every- 
thing when it comes to quick-release tech- 
nology. He's even used the basic Arca 
Swiss design to create a clever, ultra-com- 
pact focusing rail—essentially a long, 
dovetailed plate with a quick-release 
clamp secured to it. Thanks to Really 
Right Stuff's smooth finish, the plate 
slides easily in the tripod head's (slightly 
loosened) quick release, no gearing 
required. Another long RRS plate, the B3 
or B3A, is machined to secure long Nikkor 
telephotos (the 400mm f/5.6 AIS, 300mm 
f/4.5 AIS, or 300mm f/4 AF) to Nikon's 
PN-11 extension tube—a background- 
simplifying rig that's popular among 
advanced close-up shooters. 

While that's a special product, Really 
Right Stuff has plates to fit just about any 
35mm and medium-format gear, not to 
mention 4x5 cameras. (At last count, Gey- 
er was offering 91 different products and 
variations.) Prices are quite reason- 
able—$29 to $65 for plates, $72 for the 
B2-Pro clamp. For a catalog that "will 
make you love your tripod," as Geyer puts 
it, call (805) 528-6321, or write PO.

Kevin Coulton transforms everyday oil spills into photographic works of art. 


wirls of purple, blue, and green slide over a black plane. 
The iridescent colors slip over a leaf and bead into a 
droplet. Kevin Coulton's abstract photographs catch 
the viewer's eye, but a closer look reveals that this is not 
just a pretty picture. 

Coulton, a photographer and water resources engi- 
neer, focuses his camera on Lilliputian oil spills—amor- 
phous blotches of oil and gasoline that appear on 
streets and parking lots everywhere each time it rains. 
His images capture an insidious form of pollution that 
many of us fail to see. 

Coulton began this photographic series on his 
morning commute. "Each day as I took the bus to 
work, I stepped onto the pavement and saw oil, grease, 
and gasoline. These are the pollutants that flow into 
our storm drains, and ultimately into our lakes and 
streams," he says. "One day I brought my Nikon F3 
and 105mm Micro-Nikkor along, set my tripod up in 
the middle of the sidewalk, and began to photograph." 

The result of Coulton's shoot is an unusual series 
of close-up photographs. In one image, a transparent 
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cloud shrouds a cluster of leaves; in another, an emerald 
green leaf rests on a slick black ground. "I want to grab 
the viewers with the aesthetic beauty of the pho- 
tographs," says Coulton, "then hit them with the reality 
that they are looking at stormwater pollution, a serious 
threat to our water resources." 

In many of the images, the toxins engage in a subtle 
struggle with nature. In most cases, nature is losing. 
Oil oozes around branches, or plasters a pine needle to 
the road. In one photograph, Coulton steps in. His 
reflection appears in dozens of tiny droplets. Hands 
raised, Coulton becomes a specter, with a gesture that 
seems to say "Stop. Look at what we're doing!" Or as 
Coulton points out, “We are becoming trapped by our 
own pollution." 

At age thirty-six, Coulton holds a masters degree 
in hydraulic engineering. He currently works for 
CH2M HILL, an environmental consulting firm in 
Portland, Oregon, where he works on projects which 
clean up and prevent stormwater pollution. It was back 
in high school that Coulton first picked up a camera

and he's incorporated pho- 
tography into his work ever 
since. 

As Coulton the artist 
focuses on a unique composi- 
tion, the engineer and activist 
sees a way to educate the 
public and spur it to action. 

“I want to make people real- 
ize that it is not just industry, 
with its billowing 
smokestacks, that is hurting 
our environment. This kind 
of pollution goes on right in 
their driveways. People need 
to look at their vehicles and 
make sure they're not leaking. 
They also need to be careful 
about how they dispose of oil. 
Backyard mechanics dispose 
of millions of gallons improp- 
erly each year—an amount equal to over twenty 
Exxon Valdez oil spills!" 

From the time of his childhood, Coulton has 
been interested in water. He recalls how he 
romped around streams catching salamanders 
and tadpoles. Today, concerned about water 
quality, he lectures about stormwater pollution, 
showing slides and exhibiting his work at gal- 
leries, universities, and at state and federal 
offices around the country. 

Coulton's soft blue eyes, warm smile, and 
gentle voice make it easy for him to approach 


people. Once, when he saw someone pouring 
pollutants down a storm drain, he stopped and 
handed them one of his published photographs, 
and told them about stormwater pollution. 
There are signs that people are beginning to look 
and listen. 

One night as Coulton worked late in his 
office, the night custodian dropped in. "Hey 
Kevin," he said. "I just saw your photos in the 
lobby. I guess I know now that I shouldn't dump 
oil from my lawn mower down the storm drain.

and that means it is weather-dependent. 
Getting from Juneau to Haines involves 
flying up a fjord between towering 
mountain ranges through snow squalls 
and sea fogs—it’s Visual Flight Rules all 
the way. Be prepared for weather-related 
delays of a day or two, and don’t even 
think of scheduling tight airline connec- 
tions, especially for the return trip. 


WHEN TO GO 

Proper timing of your trip is essential. 
The optimum time to go is roughly the 
third week in November. By then, the 
lesser channels of the river have frozen 
over, and the birds are concentrated 
along the main channel closer to the 
road. If you arrive too early in the season, 
the river may not have started to freeze 
over; you'll see plenty of eagles, but 
they'll be scattered throughout the area. 
If you arrive too late in the season, there 
may not be enough open water, and the 
birds will have started to disperse. 


In mid-November, you can expect 
snow in the preserve rather than rain (a 
problem early in the season). Even so, 
plan on spending at least four or five days 
shooting, and hope the weather cooper- 
ates. Remember, the Chilkat is located 
pretty far north so days are short, and 
you'll want to maximize your time. Even 
with ISO 200 film, you won't be able to 
photograph the birds much before 9:00 
a.m., although there is plenty of poten- 
tial for landscape shots. By 3:30 p.m. 
eagle photography is over for the day, 
and it's time for twilight scenics. 


EQUIPMENT 

Your most useful lens will be the longest 
one you own. A 400mm is minimal for 
serious eagle photography, while a 500mm 
or 600mm is more suitable. Addinga tele- 
converter is one way of increasing focal 
length, but lens speed is a concern. Much 
of the time you'll be shooting in low light 
conditions with overcast skies, or through 


falling snow. You'll need all the wide-open 
lens speed you can get. 

I typically shoot with a 500mm £/4 
lens, adding a 1.4X converter when 


needed. For film I use either 
Fujichrome 1000 in ideal light 
(pushed one stop to ISO 200 if neces- 
sary) or Kodachrome 200, which is my 
favorite for shooting in flat light or 
falling snow. 

With long focal length lenses and low 
light conditions you'll need a sturdy tri- 
pod. Most of the time you will be working 
away from the parking spots between the 
toad and river. This means setting up 
your tripod in a foot or so of snow, on awk- 
wardly sloping terrain. Too short a tripod,

or one without fully adjustable legs, will 
create a great deal of frustration. 

Of course, you won't do all your pho- 
tography with long lenses. Beautiful scen- 
ics abound in the area and I’ve found uses 
for every focal length lens that I own. 
Always carry some plastic bags to protect 
your equipment in case of rain or wet snow, 
and take extra batteries and film. Don't 
plan on buying film or batteries in Haines, 
as photo supplies are extremely limited. 

Proper clothing is important to the 
success of your trip. Be prepared for wet 
snow or rain, and temperatures in the 
teens and twenties. I would recommend 
an outer waterproof shell, and several 
light layers of insulating clothing, rather 
than one heavy outer garment. (Layered 
clothing will trap air, providing greater 
insulation). I would advise against using 
all-leather gloves or boots, as they can 
quickly soak through and leave you mis- 
erably damp and cold. Good warm, 
waterproof footwear is extremely impor- 
tant; I would suggest Sorel-style boots 
(rubber bottoms, leather or nylon tops, 
with thick felt inner liners) available from 
most recreational suppliers. 

Last but not least, remember that 
Chilkat’s eagles have gathered for one pri- 
mary reason—they need food to survive 
the winter. It’s literally a life-or-death sit- 
uation for them, and to be disturbed by 
overzealous photographers may compro- 
mise their survival. Stay back with a long 
lens, and take your time approaching the 
eagles slowly and cautiously. You'll be 
rewarded with great pictures and the sat- 
isfaction that you’ve been a silent witness 
to one of nature’s great spectacles. 


The easiest way to work the Chilkat eagles is with an organized photography tour. Joseph 
Van Os Photo Safaris offers one which includes all meals, motel accommodations in Haines, 
photography instruction and tips, and transportation to and from the preserve via a small 
bus. The bus stays on site—a real plus since you can leave extra equipment on board, and 
warm-up or dry-out as needed. Even hot lunches are delivered to you in the field! Contact:

arly one 
morning 
on South 
Chippewa 
Lake in 
Minneso- 
ta's Tama- 
rac Nation- 
al Wildlife Refuge, I set out in 
my floating blind to photo- 
graph a common loon nesting 
in shallow water about 100 
yards from shore. The depth 
was ideal, a little under three 
feet, allowing me to walk 
along the bottom of the lake 
while sitting comfortably 
inside the blind. About 75 
yards into the stalk, I stepped 
into a deep hole, and instantly 
lost steering control of the 
blind. То make things worse, 
a sudden gust of wind sent me 
sailing across the lake, right 
into a thick bed of weeds.

Help was not about to 
come soon, either, as I was in 
a restricted area and the lone 
holder of a Special Access Per- 
mit. For over an hour, I tried 
to free myself from the tangle 
of aquatic weeds that were 
holding me prisoner, before 
releasing the seat I was in and 
kicking my way back to shore. 

In the six years that I have 
been shooting from a floating 
blind in Minnesota marshes, 
this was the first serious inci- 
dent I had. It taught me a 
good lesson in safety, though. 
As useful as a blind can be, it 
has its limitations; it works 
best on lakes or marshes of 
moderate to shallow depths 
and should not be used on 
very windy days. Not only do 
you run the risk of drifting out 
of control, but the choppy 
waters will make it hard for 
you to get sharp pictures. 

Because of its location on 
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the Mississippi Flyway, Min- 
nesota becomes the resting 
and nesting place for hun- 
dreds of thousands of migrato- 
ty birds, mostly waterfowl, 
during the spring, summer 
and fall. Canada geese, wood 
ducks, mallards, teals, herons, 


bitterns, grebes and terns are 
just a few of the species that 
find safe cover in the dense 
cattail mazes of Minnesota 
marshlands. Until I built my 
blind, many subjects were 
stubbornly eluding my lenses 
by nesting on lakes or deep in 
thick cattail marshes. 

The shape of my blind has 
evolved over the years. My 
first, an inner tube model, was 
quickly abandoned for its lack 
of stability. My second model 
(pictured at right), was a dra- 
matic improvement in stabil- 
ity. My current model is the 
same, with the exception of 
the cattail frame cover. For 
environmental concerns I 
replaced the cattails with cam- 
ouflage netting, available in 
army surplus or sporting goods 
stores. The netting is made of 
water-repellent material, so it 
dries very quickly—a great 
bonus when you have to stuff 
the blind into your vehicle 
after a day's shoot. 

Entering the blind is actu- 
ally a bit awkward, and if at all 
possible, should be done when 
there's no one around to make 
fun of you. Find a small rocky 
or grassy beach and put your 
photo equipment at the edge 
of it. Lift one end of the blind, 
crawl underneath, grab the 
two handles screwed on the 
plywood platform, stand up

and walk into 
the water. 
When you are 
sitting com- 
fortably, care- 
fully retrieve all 
the equipment 
you left on the 
beach through 
the lens open- 
ing. Inside the 
blind, my stan- 
dard equip- 
ment consists 
of a Nikon F3, 
a 400mm £/3.5 
and 28mm 
f/2.8 Nikkor 
lens, anda 1.4X 
teleconverter. I 
have a perma- 
nently- 
attached 
motordrive for 
action sequences, but for the 
most part I shoot with manual 
advance so as not to spook the 
birds. The 400mm’s wide 
aperture allows speeds of 
1/500 or 1/1000 second with 
Kodachrome 64 or 
Fujichrome 50, not a small 
advantage when you want 
sharp pictures and find your- 
self bobbing like a cork on the 
water on a windy day. The 
teleconverter helps to get 
frame-filling shots, and the 
28mm is perfect for dramatic 
close-ups or wide vistas. Lots 
of film, high-energy food (gra- 
nola bars or trail mix), 
mosquito repellent and a 
small bottle of water complete 
my basic equipment. 
Dressing properly is most 
important. When in the 
blind, I typically work shifts of 
four hours, so my prime con- 
sideration is comfort. Neo- 
prene waders, with their five- 
millimeter thickness, provide 
excellent insulation both in 
cold spring and warm summer 
water temperatures. Remem- 
ber that even in summer, you 
lose body heat because of your 
relative inactivity in the blind. 
Plus, the Neoprene waders

provide a 
tighter body 
fit than con- 
ventional 
ones, thus 
preventing 
water from 
entering your 
waders from 
the back 
when you sit 
on the sad- 
dle. 

You are 
now ready to 
explore the 
secrets of 
your local 
marsh with 
your camera. 
Exercise cau- 
tion, don't 
venture into 
areas which 
are too deep, and avoid dis- 
turbing your subjects, partic- 
ularly during the nesting peri- 
od. Remember that even 
though your blind looks like a 
muskrat house to you, the 
birds will not be completely 
fooled. If you have to stalk a 
subject, don't walk out in the 
open. Proceed very slowly, fol- 
lowing the edge of the marsh. 
Having some vegetation 
behind you will help you 
blend with your surroundings. 
I also like to hide near a spot 
that wildlife is likely to visit, 
say a half-immersed log or a 
clearing in a thick bed of cat- 
tails. This method requires 
more patience, but is usually 
rich in surprises, as other ani- 
mals such as mink, beaver, 
deer, turtles and even an occa- 
sional moose, are likely to 
appear. 

Using a floating blind 
combines the best of two 
worlds—the excitement of 
the stalk and an intimate look 
at a subject in its natural habi- 
tat that only a blind allows. 
Putting up with mosquitos 
and muck will be well worth 
your efforts when you get your 
slides back! 
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ever, it seems, has the pursuit of wild mushrooms 

been more popular in America. Mushroom soci- 

eties are sprouting up everywhere; bumper stickers 

declare “1 STOP FOR MUSHROOMS." Mush- 

room lovers, young and old, amateur and profes- 
sional alike, are flocking to the great outdoors in record 
numbers each year to hunt, gather, identify, draw, paint, 
cook, eat, study—and most important, to 
photograph—these mysterious, elusive, and often misun- 
derstood inhabitants of forest and field. 

Throughout the summer, mushroom aficionados (called 
mycophiles) gather at mushroom conventions (known as for- 
ays) that feature all the pomp, pageantry, and paraphernalia 
of a Star Trek convention. In the early morning, convoys of 
cars, vans, and trucks set off for the woods. The faithful 
emerge, festooned with baskets, waxed paper (for wrapping 
the mushrooms), field guides, magnifying glass, and other 
gear deemed essential for tracking down the fleeting fungus. 
Mushroom photographers stagger 
under the weight of enough camera 
equipment to fill a commercial por- 
trait studio. Seasoned hunters often 
display a permanent stoop, the result 
of years of crouching low over their 
mushroom quarry. 

Back at foray headquarters, the 
fruits of the day’s hunt are sorted, 
arranged on paper plates, and pre- 
sented to visiting mycologists 
(mushroom experts) for identifica- 
tion. Photographers debate the rel- 
ative merits of natural light vs. flash, 
and stands appear laden with mush- 
room books, mushroom paintings, 
and T-shirts with mushroom decals. 
Lectures and slide programs vie for 
attention, with titles like “Ап Intro- 
duction To The Genus Amanita," 
"The Life Cycle of Slime Molds," 
and “Ап Overview Of Mushroom 
Toxicity.” The delicious odor of 
mushrooms being sauteed in butter 
and oil fills the air as mushroom 
chefs demonstrate the preparation 
of Shaggy Mane Quiche, Oyster 
Mushroom Chowder, Morel Bisque, 
and other culinary delights. All too 
soon the foray is over, the shriveled 
remains of hundreds of mushrooms are dumped into 
garbage bins, and the faithful depart, dreaming of their next 
“fungi foray.” 


MUSHROOM LORE AND LEGEND 

Through the ages, mushrooms have evoked feelings rang- 
ing from reverence to fear and loathing. The ancients 
thought they were 
sent from the gods, 
since they appeared 
suddenly after heavy 
rains. Hallucino- 
genic mushrooms

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were used in religious ceremonies 
and thought to have supernatural 
powers; children’s books portrayed 
fairy rings as the work of the “little 
people.” 

The truth about mushrooms, 
though often fascinating, is less 
bizarre. They do, in fact, belong to 
their own kingdom (Fungi), sepa- 
rate from plants, animals, prota- 
zoans, or bacteria. The mushroom

serves as the repository for masses of spores, which are the 
reproductive units of the fungus. Fungi feed by breaking 
down the tissues of living and dead plants and animals. If 
it weren't for fungi, we'd be up to our necks in dead trees! 

Fungi play a vital, though often overlooked, role in our 
everyday lives. In the form of yeast, they ripen cheese, fer- 
ment beer and wine, and cause bread dough to rise. Fungi 
cause dry rot as well as human ail- 
ments such as athlete's foot. They 
are also the basis for many antibi- 
otics and other medicinal drugs. 
Some wild mushrooms are both edi- 
ble and delicious, though the vast 
majority are bland and of little culi- 
nary interest. А few kinds of mush- 
rooms are deadly, and others can 
cause mild discomfort if eaten. 

Mushrooms grow in a variety of 
natural habitats, especially wood- 
land areas and grassy open spaces. 
Because many kinds of mushrooms 
grow in association with specific 
types of trees, mixed woodlands 
with many different hardwoods and 
conifers will usually provide the 
maximum variety of mushrooms. 
Some fungi, such as those in the 
Agaricus and Lepiota groups, favor 
grassy, open areas, often in subur- 
ban locations. 

Weather conditions and the 
season are also important consider- 
ations when searching for mush- 
rooms. Few mushrooms appear dur- 
ing freezing winters in the northern 
U.S., but they often fruit abundant- 
ly during mild, wet winters in many 
southern states. Some mushrooms, including morels, fruit 
mainly in spring, though most appear later in the year in 
summer and fall. Mushrooms generally need moist condi- 
tions to trigger their urge to fruit; cool, damp conditions will 
usually produce bumper crops, while hot and dry conditions 
inhibit their growth. 


WHAT MUSHROOM IS THIS? 

There are thousands of species of mushrooms in the United 
States, and new ones continue to be discovered each year. 
Identifying mushrooms in the field can be challenging, even 
for experts. Don't be discouraged if your initial 
attempts—whether for photographic or culinary purpos-

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es—are unsuccessful. And, please, NEV- 
ER taste a wild mushroom unless you are 
absolutely sure it is edible. Remember the 
mushroom lovers’ adage; “When in doubt, 
throw it out.” (To which the photographer 
might add, “But only after you’ve captured 
it on film!) 

A keen eye for details and a good field 
guide, such as the Audubon or Peterson 
guides described at the end of this article, 
are two of the keys to success in identifying 
mushrooms. You may also wish to join a 
local mushroom club or society, many of 
which hold forays during the mushroom 
season, with the emphasis on mushroom 
identification. Attending these forays will 
allow you to rub shoulders with other 
mushroom lovers, both amateur and pro- 
fessional, and even sample the delights of 
cooking edible wild mushrooms. 


PHOTOGRAPHING MUSHROOMS 
Mushrooms display an amazing variety of 
shapes, textures, and colors, which makes 
them wonderful subjects for close-up 
study and photography. They are also one 
of nature’s most cooperative photographic 
subjects, as they never fly away, hide, bite, 
sting, or wave in a breeze. 

Although on rare occasions I have used 
large-format (4x5 inch) and medium-for- 
mat (6x8cm) cameras to photograph scenes 
which include groups of mushrooms, most 
of my mushroom photography is done with 
35mm camera equipment. The smaller for- 
mat provides the flexibility and ease-of-use 
needed to get “up close and personal” with 
these ground-hugging citizens of wood- 
lands and meadows. 

For mushroom portraits and intimate 
close-ups of groups of mushrooms, you'll 
need to be able to focus closer than the 18 


inches that a typical 50mm lens allows. 

The three main ways to do that are: 

e Supplementary close-up lenses, which 
screw into the filter thread of the main 
lens. 

е Extension tubes or bellows, which mount 
between the camera body and lens. 

*Macro lenses, prime optics specially 
designed for close-up photography. 
Supplementary close-up lenses are 

inexpensive, do not affect exposure, and 
maintain all automatic camera functions. 
However, you need to juggle with different 
combinations to achieve different magni- 
fications. Also, you must stop down at 
least a couple of f-stops to get adequate 
edge sharpness. Use the two-element type 
for best results. 

Extension tubes are also fairly inex- 
pensive, but require an exposure increase 
to compensate for the extension. Like 
close-up lenses, you must use different 
combinations of extension tubes, or a bel- 
lows, to achieve a required magnification. 
Make sure that you get “automatic” exten- 
sion tubes or bellows so you can retain your 
camera’s automatic through-the-lens 
(TTL) exposure metering capability, 
which will save you the need to compute 
extension factors. 

Macro lenses offer the ultimate in con- 
venience and image sharpness for pho- 
tographing mushrooms. They allow you to 
focus close enough to obtain a 1:1 (life 
size) or 1:2 (half life size) reproduction 
ratio, and preserve all the camera’s auto 
functions. A macro lens in the 90mm- 
105mm range is an excellent choice, pro- 
viding plenty of working distance. 

Long exposures of several seconds up 
to a minute or more are often needed in

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o say that Jon and Jeff Gnass are on a pho- 
tographic crusade might be overstating 
things a bit. Yet, after speaking with these 
brothers from Sisters, Oregon, one gets the 
strong impression that they are as much on 
a mission as they are on assignment. 
They work separately, each with a 
unique perspective, different equipment 
and a style of his own. What they share 
is an overriding concern for the fragility 
of nature, and the conviction that, 
through their photography, they can help 
protect our environment from the 
onslaughts of mankind. At 46, Jeff is an 
acclaimed large-format landscape pho-

tographer whose scenics are made to edu- 
cate as well as inspire. Eight years his 
junior, Jon is an intrepid mountaineer and 
adventurer who documents his exploits 
on film with an eye toward conquering 
attitudes as well as altitudes. 

Growing up in Alaska's Chugach 
mountain range undoubtedly set their 
course: With a 4000 ft. peak in their 
"backyard" and the wilderness for a play- 
ground, the brothers became attuned to 
the special rhythm of nature at an early 
age. Jon remembers picking berries in the 
presence of bear and moose, while Jeff 
recalls that “our mountain" was big

enough to block the sun and create an 
extra month of darkness each winter. 

As they grew older, their fascination 
with nature and the wilderness intensified, 
as did a blossoming interest in photogra- 
phy. After taking a two-week alpine moun- 
taineering course, the brothers became 
climbing partners. Jon went on to climb 
throughout Alaska, the Cascades, Sierra 
Nevada, Canada and Mexico, and eventu- 
ally become a guide. 

While Jeff's hunger to conquer big 
mountains gradually abated, his urge to 
explore did not. In a spirit of adventure he 
joined the Navy, and, armed with his first 


camera—a 35mm Petri SLR—visited both 
Antarctica and New Zealand. Following 
on a parallel course four years later, Jon 
spent a stint in the Army's 75th Ranger 
Battalion, using his camera for photo- 
graphic reconnaissance. 

The real impetus toward photography 
as a career came a few years later when Jeff, 
"fascinated by the possibilities of large for- 


mat, and inspired by the images and writ- 
ing of Ansel Adams," quit his job as a com- 
munications satellite technician, sold his 
house, and decided to become a photog- 
rapher. For several years, Jon had been fas- 
cinated with the possibilities of combining 
his interest in exploration with a growing 
passion for photography. When Jeff made 


the commitment to photography, Jon like-

wise realized the intriguing possibilities of turning his avocation 
into a profession. 

“1 realized early on that for me, commercial success meant 
abandoning the black-and-white medium of my mentors in favor 
of color transparencies," says Jeff. With a singular goal of devel- 
oping a name as a large-format landscape photographer, he began 
traveling nine months out of the year, visiting as many of our 
national parks as he could. As his stock files grew, Jeff found him- 
self more intrigued by the photo opportunities that awaited him 
in less visited wilderness areas throughout the country. Jeff cred- 
its his mountaineering skills with enabling him to travel freely in 
rugged, often uncharted terrain. 

Jon is still an avid climber and his primary emphasis is adven- 
ture photography—typically capturing people engaged in wilder- 
ness exploits. In addition to pursing his own career, Jon manages 
Jeff’s thriving stock photo business, which contains over 50,000 
transparencies. 

As you might expect, different styles require different tools. 
For his landscape work, Jeff uses a Toyo-Field 45A view camera 
and an assortment of nine lenses (a mixture of Fujinon and 
Nikkor) ranging from 65mm f/4 to 600mm f/12. On a typical out- 
ing, he carries 100 film holders. "I get nervous if I have less than 
500 sheets of film on hand,” he says. 

For foul-weather shooting and occasional aerial photography, 
Jeff also packs a 6x7cm Pentax 67 system with two bodies and nine 
lenses from 45mm f/4 to 300mm f/4. He relies on a hand-held 
spot meter for precise exposures. 

Does Jeff ever shoot 35mm? "Not really," he says. He hesi- 
tated, then answered, "Well, I have a Nikon F4 and a full com- 
plement of lenses somewhere in the back of my truck." Of course, 
everything is relative, as Jeff continued, "but I don't think I shot 
more than 500 rolls of 35mm film all of last year." 

Jon's gear always goes on his back, since he usually has to trav- 
el light and fast. For climbs, that means traveling light: Two 
Nikon bodies (an FM2 and an autofocus N8008), and two Nikkor 
AF lenses (a 24-50mm f/3.5 zoom and a 105mm f/2.8 short tele- 
photo). He explains that since his primary subject is usually on 
the opposite end of a climbing rope, longer lenses aren't appro- 
priate—especially since he likes to include 
a landscape as a background. Unlike Jeff, 
who sometimes "moves down" in format to 
6x7cm, Jon will move up to a 6x7cm for his 
occasional landscape work. 

'The Gnass brothers can be a difficult 
duo to track down. Our first attempt to 
reach them at their office in Sisters found 
Jon in the midst of an abortive attempt on 
14,410-ft. Mt. Rainier in Washington 
State. At the same time, Jeff was off the 
coast of Alaska in a 16-ft. inflatable boat, 
shooting images for what promises to be a 
dramatic book on Alaska's wilderness coast. 
Shooting from May through September, 
Jeff is in the fourth year of a five or six-year 
project for this book. 

What’s next? For Jeff, Siberia or per- 
haps a return to Patagonia. Jon is less spe- 
cific—any number of high, windswept, 
inaccessible locales might be in store. 

Of course, there’s also their mission.

mushroom photography, so a solid tripod 
and cable release are indispensable acces- 
sories. Pick a tripod which can be used 
close to the ground, such as the Gitzo 320 
(my standard tripod), Bogen 3021, or Ben- 
bo. Although you can use a ball head, such 
as the Arca Swiss Monoball, I prefer a pan- 
head, which can be adjusted vertically or 
panned horizontally without affecting the 
other image planes. The Bogen 3047 is a 
solid head, albeit rather bulky and heavy. 

Camera positioning and focusing are 
critical for mushroom close-ups. One way 
to deal with the shallow depth of field at 
such close distances is to align your camera 
at a right angle (90 degrees) to the major 
plane of the mushroom subject. This will 
minimize the extent to which you need to 
stop down the lens to achieve adequate 
depth-of-field. Remember to focus on a 
point about one-third to one-half from the 
front of the main subject. Don't focus on 
the closest point of the subject —you'll just 
waste valuable depth of field. 

A more precise approach to maximiz- 
ing depth of field in your mushroom pho- 
tographs is to use depth-of-field scales, 
which are a series of lines engraved on the 
lens barrel and marked to correspond with 
the f-stop settings on the lens (these scales 
may be missing or minimal on autofocus 
and/or zoom lenses). Each f-stop is repre- 
sented on the depth-of-field scales by a 
pair of lines. То use this approach, focus 
on the CLOSEST point of the mushroom 
subject, read off this distance on the focus- 
ing collar of the lens, then turn the focus 
toward infinity until the "closest point" 
distance is aligned with the depth-of-field 
scale marking corresponding to the f-stop 
you plan to use (f/16 is usually a good start- 
ing point). On the other side of the focus- 
ing index mark, the distance which corre- 
sponds with the same Езкор mark will be 
the FARTHEST point that will be in focus 
when you stop the lens down. You can 
also use the depth- of-field preview control 
on your camera to visually inspect the 
image with the lens stopped down, to 
ensure everything will be in sharp focus. 

Good lighting is also critical in close-up 
photography, and bright sunlight is the 
worst kind of lighting, in my opinion, for 
mushroom photography. Slide film usually 
cannot record the full range of tones, which 
may exceed 8 f-stops. For example, imag- 
ine trying to photograph a sunlit Destroy- 
ing Angel, which is a white, deadly poi- 
sonous (!) mushroom, on a background of 
dark earth in shadow. If you expose for the 
mushroom highlights, the ground shadows 
will be inky black, with no detail. If you 


expose to ensure adequate shadow detail 
the white highlights will wash out. More- 
over, the dappled sunlight which is typical 
of this type of woodland lighting creates a 
confusing pattern of light and dark areas 
which look awful in a photograph. 

The best kind of lighting for mush- 
room photography (and close-up photog- 
raphy in general) is the soft, flat light from 
a bright overcast sky, or open shade. The 
clouds act as a giant light diffuser, elimi- 
nating harsh shadows and allowing the 
subtle colors and textures of the mush- 
rooms to emerge. You can create a similar 
effect on a sunny day by shading the 
mushrooms with your body or filtering the 
light through a diffusion screen. However, 
you may need to use a warming filter, such 
as an 81B, to counteract the blue cast 
which tints shadows on these sunny days. 

An alternative approach, which I prefer, 
is to use a folding circular reflector or dif- 
fuser, such as a Visual Departures Flexfill or 
a Photoflex Litedisc, to modify the light 
falling on the mushrooms and/or the back- 
ground. І find the 20-inch Flexfill or the 22- 
inch Litedisc to be the most useful sizes. 
Both collapse into a small circular package 
which is easily stored in your camera bag. | 
use the translucent discs as diffusers, and 
the gold/white and silver/white discs to 
reflect light onto the mushrooms, their 
background, or both. These reflectors are 
one of the most adaptable accessories you 
can buy for close-up photography. I prefer 
using reflectors to fill-flash because you can 
preview the effect through the viewfinder. 

Make sure you meter the subject with 
the reflected and/or diffused light hitting 
the subject, or you'll get a false meter read- 
ing. And don't forget to give additional 
exposure for exposures of several seconds 
or minutes, to compensate for film 
reciprocity failure. How much extra expo- 
sure? Refer to the film data sheet; I usually 
bracket +1/2 and +1 f/stop additional 
exposure to be on the safe side. 

How you compose your photographs 
will depend to some extent on how you 
plan to use them. For example, mushroom 
field guides use photographs to emphasize 
the key features of mushrooms, and often 
include mushroom cross- sections and 
mushrooms that have been cut or 
scratched with a knife to show the color 
change that sometimes occurs. Some field 
guides prefer to use photographs where the 
mushrooms are placed on a neutral back- 
ground, such as a sheet of grey card. These 
types of scientific, "diagnostic" pho- 
tographs, while hardly artistic, are also use- 
ful for slide programs designed to help 
people better understand the fascinating 
fungus world.

For more artistic mushroom portraits, 
try the following suggestions. If your sub- 
ject is a single mushroom, avoid placing it 
dead center in the frame (the dreaded 
bull's-eye position). Instead, place it off- 
center so that it's "looking" into the pic- 
ture space. 

If you're photographing a pair of 
mushrooms, adjust your camera viewpoint 
so that one mushroom appears larger than 
the other. This creates a visual tension 
between the elements which can add 
strength to the photograph. Finally, 
choose your camera viewpoint, lighting, 
and f-stop so that the background comple- 
ments the mushroom(s), but doesn't over- 
power or compete with it. Sometimes this 
means softening the background, which is 
usually done by using a long focal-length 
lens and a relatively wide f-stop, to render 
the main mushroom sharp but throw the 
background out of focus. 

Next time you see a group of mush- 
rooms in your backyard or woodlot, grab 
your camera gear and one of the field 
guides listed below. You may find, as I 
have, that photographing mushrooms can 
be fun and make you see the beauty in 
something you've probably overlooked. 


(Note: the common names in the photo 
captions were taken from the Audubon Soci- 
ety Field Guide. Other books may use differ- 


ent common names.)

The 
redesigned model, called the Zeiss 15x60 
B/CA, remedies that problem with high- 
eyepoint eyepieces and soft rubber eye- 
cups, giving eyeglass wearers a full field of 
view. Weighing 55.7 ounces and measur- 
ing 7.4 inches high by 8.7 inches wide, this 
is the most compact binocular in its 
class—and one of the best.
